more is known about the fertilizer 
requirements of the orchard soils 
of tha state, the Station experi­ 
ments indicate that the extra cost 
of sub-surface application of fer­ 
tilizers is not justified. 
Coser Crop* Tested 
"The management of orchard 
soils has to deal with several ra­ 
ther overlapping operations.” says 
Professor Collison. who continues 
as follows. "There is the question 
of culture to decide, that is, shall 
the soil be cultivated, sodded down 
or mulched. Then if crops are 
grown in the orchard for sod, green 
manure, or other purpose, suitable 
ones have to be selected. Further 
a fertilizer program has to be 
established which will most nearly 
fit the cultural method adopted.” 
The bulletin contains a report 
on 15 different crops available for 
temporary or permanent orchard 
covers, with comparisons on seed­ 
ing. persistence of the crop, dry 
matter production, weed competi­ 
tion, seif-seeding, type of cover 
produced, 
water 
relations, 
and 
snow retention property. The cover 
crop tests cover a period of seven

nsairt. How apple varieties differ 
I their response to fertilizers and 
to soil reaction is also briefly 
mentioned, with a more detailed 
report on this subject reserved for 
a later bulletin.

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RATS AND PLAGUES 
The U nited States Public Health officers 
are having a busy time at ports these days. 
The Port of New York, for instance, is defi­ 
nitely at war- -on rats and plagues. Any boat 
from any port south of Gibraltar is regarded 
as pin erne-infested. If there are any signs that 
there is a single rat ab o ard any ship, that 
ship must go through a fumigation with an 
acid gas. The dead rats are then carted off 
to laboratories to be examined for plagues, 
and for the fleas which carry plagues. 
For some time before the war began it 
was unusual to find any rats aboard ships in 
New York Harbor. Now that tramp freight- | 
ors are displacing the line ships of the line, 
rats are coming in by hundreds. 
"One mistake would not be pleasant,” is 
the word of Dr. G. S. Sherrard of the U. S. 
Health Service. Delousing stations are ready 
on an island in the harbor in case typhus is 
discovered. 
Not tho least terrible accompaniment of 
war are the plagues. Cleanliness of house and 
yard is the great preventive of most of them. 
Rats have no place in or about any building. 
Radlv kept backyards, all alleys, rubbish 
heaps, 
stables and 
the like are rightly 
suspect. Cities have health officers. Commu­ 
nities too small to be organized in such nays 
should do something about organizing them­ 
selves to be on constant guard at this time. 
It is usually not necessary to have epi­ 
demics if the causes of the spread of disease 
are removed. Forewarned should be fore­ 
armed. Cleanliness is of first importance. 
Cleanliness everywhere. 


WHAT IS NEUTRALITY’ 
Premier Molotoff’s recent speech in which 
he assorted the Soviet Government’s deter­ 
mination to remain "neutral’’ in the present 
European war, sets the reader to meditating 
upon neutrality in 1940. 
Russia’s brand has looked curiously like 
aggression to the peoples whose countries lay 
in a line along the eastern edge of Europe 
from the Arctic Ocean to the Black Sea. 
There was the neutrality of Norway. Den­ 
mark, Holland and Belgium. Three of those 
countries fought briefly after they were 
invaded, although they had refused to coop­ 
erate with any other country in advance to 
prevent attack Denmark did not fight but it. 
too. is now under Nazi control and the out­ 
side world knows little of the People’s state 
of mind or physical condition. 
Italian neutrality, which ended just before 
the surrender of 
France, was definitely 
benevolent toward Germany and may have 
been more helpful to the Nazis than earlier 
entrance into the war. So it seems to lie with 
present Spanish neutrality. 
Our own neutrality has undergone many 
transformations 
and 
interpretations, 
and 
we’re not quite sure today just w’hat we mean 
by it or how w e intend to maintain it. 
Switzerland and Eire are honest in their 
neutrality, but their situation seems precari­ 
ous indeed.

GREATER EAST ASIA 
Japan s plans for its new state are becom­ 
ing clearer as the government of Premier 
Konove takrs the necessary steps to carry it 
out. Talk of "a new order for Greater East 
Asia ’ indicates the scope of the Japanese 
policy- taking in French Indo-China and the 
Netherlands Indies as well as Japan, Man- 
choukuo and the occupied sections of China.

Two or three squeezes of the 
bulb of the inhaler is usually enough to bring relief 
of an attack within a few minutes Sonic asthmatics 
obtain relief by pouring a few drops et the I to IOO 
solution on a handkerchief and inhaling two or three 
times 
A more recent method of treating severe attacks 
is the use of a half teaspoon of ether to I or 2 
ounces of olive oil as an enema. 
If, despite the use of any or all of these drugs, 
no relief is obtained, the breathing in of 40 or even 
IOO per cent oxygen may be "life saving.
